A blue ribbon commit- 
tee, appointed by the Cof- 
fee County commissioners 
to study the school money 
problem in Coffee County, 
met with Commissioners 
in a special meeting last 
Wednesday. 

The committee consis- 
ted of Chairman Neal Ad- 
kinson, Co - Chairman 
Charles P, Hayes, III, 
Frank Britt, James Wil- 
son, T. W. Pierce, James 
Boswell and B, B. Rowe, 

This committee reported 
that each of the three sys- 
tems in Coffee County 
needed additional moneys, 
They further recommended 
that the Commissioners 
exercise their authority 
and immediately enact 
three tax measures, 

The first and most con- 
troversial of these was a 
$3.50 additional tax on car 
tags sold inthe county. 
This would bring appro- 
ximately $87,000 annually 
if all trailers, mobile 
homes and trucks were in- 
cluded in the levy. 

The other two recom- 
mendations were those la- 
ter adopted by the com- 
missioners, The 10% levy 
on soft drinks and the 
equalizing sales tax county 
wide, The soft drink mea- 
sure will produce about 
$18,000 and the sales tax 
$10,000, 

The committee was try- 
ing to raise the $114,000 
the State Department of 
Education said the three 
systems in Coffee County 
were needing to meet their 
“Yocal effort’? minimum,

Judge Costello Was 


Devoted County Leader 


Pierre Darcy Costello, 
was the second Probate 
Judge of Coffee County, 

Judge Costello was an 
Irishman, He was born 
on March 22, 1827, near 
Dublin, Ireland. He died 
on January 4,1863, at Murf- 
reesboro, Tennessee, He 
was the son of Daniel Ed- 
mund and Mary Costello, 
Judge  Costello’s father 
died in Ireland, and his 
mother moved to New York 
soon after his father’s 
death, and there married 
a Mr, O’Flarity, 

Judge Costello livedwith 
his parents in New York 
until he was 16 years old, 
and then, on account of 
family troubles, he left 
home and came South, He 
had received a good edu- 
cation in the New York 
public schools, Leaving 
New York he went to the 
Mexican War and was a- 
hoard the US vessel, 
“‘Porpoise.’’ Afterthewar 
ended he came to Alabama 
and’ when he was 19 years 
old, he was appointed Pro- 
bate Judge of Gonecuh 
County, to serve from 1849 
to 1850, 

After completing his 
term of office as Probate 
Judge of Conecuh County, 
he moved to Geneva and 
later to Elba where he 
studied law, He was ad- 
mitted to the bar, but 
never practiced on account 
of becoming Probate Jud- 
ge in September, 1850, 

In 1861, Judge Costello 
organized Company’kK, 25th 
Alabama Infantry regiment 
in the Confederate Army 
and was commissioned a 
captain, He went at once 
into the war and fought 
at Corinth, Chiloh, in 
the Mississippi, and Ken. 
tucky campaigns at Perry- 
ville, and at Murfrees- 
boro, He was promoted to 
major and was acting as 
lieutenant-colonel when he 
was fatally wounded at 
Murfreesboro on January 
1, 1863. Judge Costello did 
not run for electionin May, 
1862, having left off the 
duties of Probate Judge 
for active service in the 
Confederate Army, 

Politically Judge Cos. 
tello was a Whig, He 
was a Mason, but never 
joined any church, His 
parents were Catholics, 
He was married on De-~ 
cember 18, 1855, to Miss 
Cordila Ann Lee, daughter 
of Charles Stephens and 
Elizabeth Mary Lee, Both

In the wake of Justice 
Department attacks onpub- 
lic schools in the South, 
I last week called on Attor- 
ney General John Mitchell 
to take legal action against 
school districts 
South which are practicing 
segregation, but getting off 
the hook completely, 


The following are ex- 
cerpts from my letter to 
the Attorney General; 
*“‘The time has come for 
the Justice Department to 
expand its activities in the 
field of public school de- 
segregation to other states 
and other school systems 
outside the South, 

‘Now that public educa- 
tion in the South has been 
reduced to a mass of aban- 
doned and half - empty 
schools, it is time to take 
this experiment to other 
areas where segregation 


is conveniently preserved 
through neighborhood pat- 
terns and, more impor- 
tantly, through the absence 
of any pressure from the 
Departments of Justiceand 
Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 

“In reality, of course, 
there is no legal justifica- 
tion for busing to achieve 
racial balance in any pub- 
lic school in any part of 
the nation, The prohibi- 
tion against such action 
has been clearly and em- 
phatically stated by Con- 
gress in the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
Act of 1965, and the HEW 
Appropriations Bill for 
Fiscal Year 1969, 

“However, if the Justice 
Department is determined 
to send its lawyers into 
Southern school districts 
to ascertain that teachers 
are forced to violate their 


contracts, children are 
herded about like cattle,

Elba Schools Get Grant 


The $160,000 grant the 
Elba school system recei~ 
ved last week from the 
State Education Trust Fund 
has been dreamed of, 100k- 
ed for and borrowed 
against, ever since Elba 
suffered the two expen- 
sive losses several years 
ago when the school build- 
ing was bombed and the 
gymnasium burned during 
a thunder storm, 

The school board appeal- 
ed to Representative Drex- 
el Cook for assistance and 
a conditional appropriation 
was. forthcoming, This 
could not be made abso- 
lute by the Governor due 
to lack of fundsinthe Trust 
Fund until recently. 

The money will be used 
to replace Capital Outlay 
funds used in repairing the 
bomb damage and money 
borrowed to build a new 


gym, 
While presenting the 
check, Representa- 


tive said, ‘‘This is my last 
official act after twelve 
years in the legislature, 
On behalf of Governor 
Brewer I present this 
grant, which is the re- 
sults of a conditional ap- 
propriation passed in the 
House by me and released 
due to the Governor’ssym- 
pathetic attitude towards 
Elba’s unique problems,” 
He continued, ‘‘Governor 
Brewer expressed his 
hopes that this grant would 


aleviate the extremefinan- 
cial bind the system had 
operated under since the 
fire,” 

School Board Chairman 
Sam Collier said, ‘‘I could 
think of no better way Mr, 


‘Cook could end his term, 


He has been a friend and 


always looked with favor 
on legislation concerning

Collier Tells Of 
Slow Sales 


In Industry 


Dorsey Trailers announ- 
ced a slowdown for the 
trucking industry last Fri- 
day afternoon, At the time 
of the announcement, G, | 
Collier, president of Dor- 
sey Trailers stated to em- 
ployees who were being 
laid off the job that this 
was not an easy thingtodo, 

The Company had noti- 
fied employees on May lst 
that the company had been 
operating at less than ca- 
pacity for the previous nine 
months and that indications 
then for the immediate fu- 
ture pointed to a continued 
slowdown, At that time 
some reductions were 
made in their staff, 

According to Collier, 
their fears regarding the 
slowdown were very real 
and the general economy 
since May has proved to 
be even worse than they 
had anticipated. Accord- 
ing to Collier, information 
furnished to them by the 
Bureau of Census showed 
that production for the en- 
tire trailer industry 
through the month of June 
reached a new low for1970, 
when production fell more 
than 33% below 1969, 

The President of Frue- 
hauf Trailer Company, 
which is the largest trailer 
manufacturer in the world, 
stated on August 3lst 
that his firm felt the total 
units produced for theyear 
would be about 65% of last 
year’s total, 

Collier stated Friday af- 
ternoon, ‘‘We have used 
every means available to 
maintain our full work 
force, including the manu- 
facture of stock trailers 
and working a four-day 
week during the month of 
September, Because of 


} the continuing lag in or- 


ders received and in or- 
der to protect our stock- 
holder’s investment, we 


f are again forced to reduce
